Examiner's Comments 

1. This action is in response to applicant's amendment received 9/17/2009. 

Examiner's Amendment 

2. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or additions be 
unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 37 CFR 1.312.

In claim 1, line 10 (last line of clam), the phrase "along with the fastener" is replaced with -- 
along which the fastener--; 

Claims 20-23 are cancelled. 

Reasons For Allowance 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. The prior art of record fails to 
anticipate or show in combination all the features of applicant's invention: 

With respect to claims 1 and 14, the invention comprises a holder/support structure for use with 
a fastener tool such that the structure magnetically retains a selected item in position to receive a 
fastener from the tool and wherein the structure has a plurality of magnets configured such that only one 
selected item can be magnetically retained on the structure at one time. 

The use of magnets for tool holders is well known in the art; however, the specific structure of 
applicant's invention is novel and while the prior art of record shows similar elements disclosed in 
applicant's invention, it is the examiner's opinion that it would not have been obvious to one having 
ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention to combine or modify the prior art in order to arrive at 
applicant's invention.
